NEW CURE FOR CONSUMPTION. 


Thero is much mild excitement among the 
doctors over the claim made by Professor 
Georges Drvyer, Professor of Pathology at 
-Uxford, that he has found a new ‘means of 
treating diseases such us tuberculosis by 
inoculation. ‘This unnouncement was made 
sta St. Mary’s Hospitul, Paddington. ‘Tho 


claim is that by injecting what are’ called 
acid-fast .microbes into the human body. 
the individual so treated can be made 
jmmune to diseases like consumption, and, 
further, that people suffering form disease 
may be cured. oe ; 

It seems ‘that Professor’ Dreyer has 
discovered that the microbes responsible for 
tuberculosis are protected by certain futty 
substances, und that if they are deprived of 
their fat the body tissues tuive no ditliculty 
in dealing with’ them. ‘Their: absorption 
consequently results in the ‘production of 
|anti-bodies in the serum, which either im- 
wunises or cures the patient. Cases have 
uleendy been treated in the London aad 
| Brompton Hoypitals with very good: results. 
lv is stated that long-standing cases of tuber-' 
culosis where the lung was affected have 
rar among thé triumphs of the new treat- 
mént. \
